Lose Million Dollars 
On Labor Shortage

July 10, 1943, 
Dear Sir: 

The writer wishes to take 
this opportunity to inform 
you relative to a major farm 
problem which will affect 
all of us within the near fu- 
ture. This problem is farm 
labor. 

Our farmers have grow- 
ing approximately 85,000 
acres of peanuts and the 
Government has asked them 
to “dig’’ 65,000 acres as a 
needed contribution to the 
war effort. 

In 1942 our farmers “dug” 
approximately 53,000 acres 


C./of peanuts. By taking into 
Brannen, Troy;-Mrs. M. J. ; y g 


consideration the increased 
acreage asked. for, and the 
labor we have lost to the 
armed services and _ other- 
wise, it stands to reason 
that, unless farmers get ad- 


unable to “dig” more acres 
than they “dug” last year. 

At the present time far- 
mers report that they will 
need, at harvesting time, 
2,045 additional hands for 
22,429 days. For the farms 
reporting, this is an average 
of 6 hands per farm for 10 
days per farm. 

Our labor shortage can be 
offset some by the use of 
machinery. We are doing 
everything ‘possible in this 
connection, but will be un- 
able to obtain all our ma- 
chinery needs. 

The writer estimates that 


lunless additional labor is 


obtained, our farmers will 
leave “undug” approximate- 
ly 15,000 to 20,000 acres of 
peanuts. With the present 
crop prospect and _ price 
prospect, this will amount 
to more than a million dol- 
lars of lost income. 

As a business man and as 
a member’ of your govern- 
ing body, you are interested 
in helping to solve this 
problem. As a suggestion, 
I would recommend that 


you lend your support and 
action to the following: 


1. Full use of farm and 
non-farm youth during the 


peak of the season. This 
can only be done by getting 
the Boards of Education to 
adjust their school term. 


2. Complete enforcement 


of our Vagrancy Laws. Dur- 
ing these times all of us 
should work at something.

FEEDING WORMY PIGS 
WASTES COSTLY FEED 


The common _ intestinal 
roundworm, one of the most 
injurious parasites of pigs, 
-auses digestive trouble, re- 
tards growth and develop- 
ment and in other ways in- 
terferes with the well being 
of the pigs. 

The best prevention 
against these worms is 
cleanliness, according to W. 
Ht. Gregory, extension live. 
stock specialist. The old fa- 
miliar hog wallow is a par- 
adise for worms and should 
not be used. However, even 
with the best of care, pigs 
will get worms sometimes 
and should be treated. 


The phenothiazine treat- 
ment can be given to the 


pigs in the form of a ecap- 
sule or tablet and by mixing 
with the feed. Phenothia- 
zine is available at local 
drug stores. 

If the housewife has to do 
the gardening, sharp cut- 
ting edges well coated with 
oil or grease will do a clean 
auick job. Sharpen cutting 
tools after each use and they 
will be ready for the next 
job.

GOD ENCOURAGES MOSES 


LESSON TEXT—Exodus 3:13-16; 4;10- 
17. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Certainly I will be 
With thee.—BExodus 3:12, 


Encouragement is something much 
needed, and not too often given, The 
word means to put some new thing 
into the heart of another, that is, to 
hearten and assure him, especially 
in the bearing of a heavy responsi- 
bility. 

Moses, in all probability the 
world’s greatest military and nation- 
al leader, was about to lead his peo- 
ple out from under the mighty hand 
of Pharaoh, His final preparation 
for that epochal deed and all the 
years to follow was a personal meet- 
ing with God. 

Possibly it was the mistake Moses 
had made and which caused him to 
be sent into the back of the desert, 
that now caused him to move with— 


I. Understandable Caution (Exod, 
3:13), 

There is something remarkably 
fine about real humility. It com- 
mends itself to our thinking as the 
proper attitude of a mortal being, 
particularly in the face of spiritual 
responsibility. 

Neither God nor man dares en- 
trust a high and difficult commis- 
sion to foolish man who brusquely 
“rushes in where angels fear to 
tread.’ The fact that one feels fully 
and unhesitatingly qualified to take 
over such a responsibility {s almost 
a certain indication that he {is not 
the man to assume it, 

Moses’ request for God's backing 
must have been acceptable to Him, 
for He gave Moses— 

Il, Unlimited Authority (3:14-16). 

Moses went as God's messenger. 
He was authorized to put all the 
majesty and power of the Infinite 
One behind his words and acts. 

The ambassador must have cre- 
dentials. God's representative has 
them. When “they shall say’’—what 
an important and difficult situation 
that creates. The one who speaks 
for God must expect not only the 
scornful bitterness of God’s enemies, 
but also the unbelieving questions of 
those whom he seeks to serve, 

“What shall I say?"’ asks Moses, 
and God answers that he may say 
that ‘I AM’ had sent him. This 
name of God reveals Him as the 
eternal, independent, self-sufficient, 
self-existent, immutable, personal 
Being. Consider, Christian breth- 
ren, whose we are and whom we 
serve. 

But Moses seems to have been un- 
able to see beyond his own human 
infirmity even in the light of such a 
glorious revelation, supplemented as 
it was by miraculous powers, and 
we find him showing an— 

If. Unjustified Humility (4:10-13). 

Perhaps we should not call this 
humility at. all, for in one so divinely 
called and encouraged it was an act 
of unbelief and almost impertinence, 

When God calls a man He knows 
his limitations. Why then should 
one plead them as an excuse for not 
serving? The excuse of Moses that 
he was not a fluent speaker has been 
the standby of unwilling workers all 
through the ages. When asked to 
lead a prayer meeting, teach a Sun- 
day school class, conduct a young 
people's meeting, thousands upon 
thousands have lamely thus excused 
themselves and missed a blessing. 

The perfect answer of God (vy, 11) 
merits attention. God made your 
mouth and mine. He gives us the 
power of speech. He asks not the 
eloquence of polished rhetorical 
phrases, or the flights of man's 
imagination. He wants but the in- 
comparable eloquence of His own 
words on our lips. 

No man should think too highly of 
himself, but let him beware lest he 
think too lowly about God. We are 
not sufficient for the opportunity. 
But God is more than sufficient. 

Having called Moses, God saw to 
it that Moses went on with His 
work, even though now He had to 
call in Moses’ older brother to help 
him. -It was, in fact, an— 

IV. Unnecessary Substitution (4: 
14-17), 

Loving and patient is our God, 
but, mark it well, there is a boun- 
dary line to that patience. Moses 
went too far in his needless humility, 
and really reflected on the ability of 
God. God promptly substituted Aar- 
on as the spokesman. 

Gracious was He in thus providing 
a helper for Moses. But one won- 
ders what Moses missed of bless- 
ing and power because of his slow- 
ness of heart. To decline the labor 
and the responsibility of service for 
God means loss far greater than we 
may ever know. 

God's dealings with Moses speak 
eloquently to us of His willingness 
to enable and use a man who lacked 
some of the gifts for leadership, Let 
none of us be like Moses and be- 
come involved in needless worry 
about our gifts, and forget God's 
purpose and enabling power. When 
God calls, our gifts are not the con- 
trolling factor; in fact, they are not 
a great factor at all. The question 
then becomes, Is God able? Let us 
trust and obey Him,

“The cost of living as 
measured by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics index, has 
risen only 7.1 per cent since 
stautory authority to con- 
trol prices was provided in 
January, 1942, and only 4.2 
per cent since OPA issued 
the general maximum price 
regulation in May, 1942. Al- 
though the cost of living has 
risen approximately 23 per 
cent since the war began in 
September, 1939,  three- 
fifths of this rise occurred 
pefore the passage of the 
cmergency price control act. 
The effectiveness of price 
control in stabilizing the 
cost of living in this war is 
also evidenced by compari- 
son with the last war. 

“At the height of World 
War I inflation, the cost of 
living had risen 108 per 
cent. By the 42nd month of 
the war, which corresponds 
to February, 1948, of this 
war, the cost of living had 
increased over 39 per cent 
as compared with an_in- 
crease of only 238 per cent 
in this war. From February, 
1942, to February, 1943, the 
cost of living rose only 7 per 
cent while during the -cor- 
responding period of the 
last war, the cost of living 
rose 20 per cent, or almost 
three times as much. It is 
significant to note that the 
increase in the present war 
has been largely due to ad- 
vances in the price of un- 
eontrolled items. 

“In the 43 months between 
the outbreak of the war in 
August, 1939, and March, 
1943, the rise in wholesale 
prices was held to 88 per 
cent. During the first 43 
months of World War I, on 
the other hand, wholesale 
prices rose 82 ‘per cent, 01 
twice as much. The cost of 
living rose 25 per cent dur- 
ing the same period of this 
war, as compared with a 
rise of 41 per cent during 
the corresponding months 
of the last war.”

To Make Plans Now 
For Peanut Harvest 


By Hugh D. Sexton, 
County Agent 


In the very near future, 
farmers of Coffee County 
will begin to harvest what 
appears to be one of the 
best peanut crops in years. 
To harvest this crop of pea- 
nuts our farmers know that 
it will take the best that is 
in them to do the job. La- 
bor is scarce and certain ma- 
chinery is not available at 
ithe present time. On the 
other hand, farmers know 
that they will sell their pea- 
nuts without the use of a 
marketing card and under 
a one-price program.  Pea- 
nuts will be sold this fall 
basis grade. There will be 
no quota nor excess prices. 

Farmers are advised to 
take advantage of the pe- 
riod, between making the 
crop and harvesting the 
crop, commonly referred to 
as the “lay-by” period, to 
get all the tools, equipment 
and materials which will be 
needed in harvesting pea- 
nuts, in the best shape pos- 
sible. The Agent would ad- 
Vise that particular atten- 
tion be given to the follow- 
ing’: 

1. Repair all plows, culti- 
vators, pickers, hay presses 
and engines that need re- 
pair. Remember that local 
blacksmiths are short of 
help, too, These men will 
have to have time to do the 
work. 

2. Place orders with deal- 
ers for needed repair parts 
—NOW! ; 

3. Place orders with deal- 
ers for nails, bale ties and 
points—NOW ! 

4, Get all stack poles and 
cross arms ready—NOW! 


GiRL BABIES MORE 
LIVABLE THAN BOYS 


Alabama’s girl babies 
have a much better chance 
of surviving their first year 
of life than this State’s boy 
babies. This is the conclu- 
sion drawn from a tabula- 
tion of 1941 death rates 
among Alabama infants 
which was recently prepar- 
ed by the Bureau of the 
Census and made public by 
the State Department of 
Health. 

Among white male babies 
iess than one year of age the 
1941 death rate was 61.6 
per 1,000 population of this 
age group, as compared 
with a white female death 
rate of only 49.8 per 1,000 
population for the same age 
group.. Among Negro ba- 
bies less than one year of 
age the death rates for 
males and females were 
101.3 and 82.8 per 1,000 
population, respectively.
